Today the victims of Japan’s 
aggression are the Chinese people, 
tomorrow they will be other peo¬ 
ples if her mania for war and con¬ 
quest is not checked in time. Fur¬ 
thermore, in prosecuting their 


present aggression, Japan’s army 
have perpetrated on the Chinese 
soil horrible acts of cruelty, in¬ 
decency and vandalism that are 
unbelievable in the modem civil¬ 
ized world. 

In thus vigorously resisting her 
invader, China is taking a cour¬ 
ageous stand against the onward 
march of brutal militarism and in¬ 
ternational brigandage. She is 
fighting not only for her own na¬ 
tional independence, but also for 
the safety of democracy and 
civilization and the maintenance of 
a peaceful world order based on 
common respect for law and mor¬ 
ality. 

The past year of Chinese-Jap- 
anese hostilities has brought out 
two facts which must now be clear 
to the world. On the one hand, 
it has removed the myth of the in¬ 
vincibility of the Japanese army, 
on the other, it has demonstrated 
China’s hitherto unknown power 
of resistance. Having embarked 
upon a war of attrition against 
the Japanese invaders, China is

Encouraged by the world’s in¬ 
action toward their Manchurian 
invasion and driven by their un¬ 
bounded lust for power and su¬ 
premacy, Japan’s militarists are 
now taking advantage of the west¬ 
ern powers’ preoccupation with

JAPS BOW TO 
FOREIGNERS 


TOKYO. CP) — Japan observed! 
the first anniversary of her unde¬ 
clared war on China today with a 
curious mingling of deep religious 
symbolism and harsh war time 
practicality. 

A moment of silence was ob¬ 
served at high noon. 

Throughout the day, thousands 
made solemn pilgrimages to mili¬ 
tary shrines where, according to 
the Shinto belief, still live the 
souls of men killed in battle. 

The anniversary was used, also, 
to spur the nation to greater per¬ 
sonal sacrifices to meet Japan’s 
desperate economic struggle — 
which has paraf'gle-' tiy: fighting 
in China. 

No less important than com¬ 
memoration of the dead was the 
duty for Japanese today to live 
simply and frugally. Special 
lunches, costing 12 sen, about 
three cents, were eaten throughout 
the empire. 

Even cabinet members and 
highest military and naval offi¬ 
cials participated. The dish con¬ 
sisted of one ball of rice, about 
the size of a grapefruit, with a 
sour pickle imbedded in the cen¬ 
ter. Water .replaced tea. 


SHANGHAI (Friday). UP)— 
Japanese military leaders bowed 
today to sharp protests of authori¬ 
ties of the International Settle¬ 
ment and withdrew troops and 
plain-clothes men they had sent 
into the settlement in an effort to 
end a wave of anti-Japanese ter¬ 
rorism. 

The withdrawal eased somewhat 
a tense situation arising from 
what American and British offi¬ 
cials of the settlement considered 
an unwarranted usurpation of their 
police powers by the Japanese. 

The wave of terrorist attacks, in 
which two Japanese and two Chi¬ 
nese were killed yesterday, coin¬ 
cided with the first anniversary of 
the Chinese-Japanese war. 

Before the Japanese acted it had 
caused other foreign officials to 
take emergency precautions, and 
foreign troops, including United 
States marines, intensified their 
patrolling of the settlement and 
the French concession.

The second proposal, sponsored 
by the American Federation of 
Labor, would permit an unlimited 
number of pickets, without re¬ 
gard to their status as employes 
or members of other unions.

Official figures put deaths at 
303, with 1200 injured and 429 
missing. Fears were expressed 
that the death toll might reach 
1000. 

Investigations were said to have 
shown that reservoirs remained in¬ 
tact, proving that the sudden tor¬ 
rent was the result of water col¬ 
lecting in the heights after a 
cloudburst Wednesday. Landslides 
previously had dammed tons of 
water in the hills. 

Pathetic—sometimes harrowing 
—sights greeted crews eiearing 
the shattered buildings in Kobe. 

The flood cut through the mid¬ 
dle of the city and damaged 60,000 
houses with a wall of water nearly 
six feet high.

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KNOXVILLE, Tenn. UP> — Dr. 
Arthur E. Morgan in a chancery 
court action on file here today 
challenged authority of the Presi¬ 
dent of the United States to re¬ 
move him as chairman-director of 
the Tennessee valley authority. 

The gray-haired engineer-educa¬ 
tor asked that the presidential 
order ousting him last March 22 
be declared void and illegal. 

He also asked that TVA Di¬ 
rector David E. Lilienthal and 
Harcourt A. Morgan, present TVA 
chairman, be ordered to recognize 
him as a fellow director and as 
chairman of the vast valley de¬ 
velopment project. 

This sudden move by the former 
Antiocn college president came 
late yesterday while a congres¬ 
sional committee prepared to start 
Monday an investigation of TVA 
activities — an investigation pre¬ 
cipitated by Dr. Morgan himself. 

The former chairman several 
months ago threw congress into 
a furore when he accused his as¬ 
sociates of hampering efforts to 
secure ''honesty, openness, decency 
and fairness" in administration of 
the TVA. 

He then openly defied President 
Roosevelt by refusing to discuss 
with him the basis of his accusa¬ 
tions, asserting that only a con¬ 
gressional inquiry could remove 
"a menace to good government.” 

President Roosevelt removed

Sir Robert M. Hodgson, British 
commercial agent in Insurgent 
Spain who was ordered to London 
with Franco’s explanation Cham¬ 
berlain disclosed, will remain in 
England until Franco answers the 
new British note. 

The new British action gave 
rise to belief that Chamberlain's 
cabinet is displeased with Fran¬ 
co’s attitude and intends to hold 
Sir Robert at home as a gesture 
of its disapproval.

Oath Of Allegiance To Hitler Required By US* Bund, Claim 


6 DIRECTORS 
OF NAZI GROUP 
TRIED IN N. Y. 

RIVERHEAD, N. Y. (YP>—Testi¬ 
mony that an oath of allegiance 
to Adolf Hitler was required of 
members of the German-American 
Bund was in the records today of 
the trial of six directors of the 
German-American Settlement 
league, a Bund affiliate. 

The league and its directors are 
accused of failing to file a mem¬ 
bership list with the secretary of 
state as required of oath-bound 
organizations. 

The defendants, through Defense 
Attorney William I. Karle, assert¬ 
ed no oath had been imposed and 
that the organization therefore 
was not required to list its mem¬ 
bers. 

Willie Brandt, 28, a German- 
born former Nazi storm trooper, 
testified he and nine other men— 
hands raised in the Nazi salute— 
upon joining the Bund had taken 
the following oath: 

"I pledge faith to my leader, 
Adolf Hitler. I promise Adolf Hit¬ 
ler and those put in charge by him 
and well-known to me, or by 
means of insignia to be recognized 
as superiors, loyalty and obedi¬ 
ence and oblige myself to execute 
all commands carefully and with¬ 
out personal regard, because I 
know that my leader does not ask 
anything unlawful of me.” 

Brandt testified also that one cl 
the defendants, Henry Hauck, 
manager of Camp Siegfried at 
Yaphank, Long Island, ’ coached” 
him on how to become an Ameri¬ 
can citizen. 

Hauck told him, Brandt said: 

“If you tell the judge that you 
would fight for the United States 
in case of a war with Germany, 
you would be lying as a Nazi. If 
you say you would fight for the 
Nazis, you wouldn't get your citi¬ 
zenship papers. The thing to do 
is just say you will do your duty 
as a citizen.” 

Assistant District Attorney Lin- 
day R. Henry told the jury that 
hundreds of German-American cit¬ 
izens who attended Camp Sieg¬ 
fried had been required to pledge 
allegiance to Hitler. The camp is 
sponsored by the settlement league. 

[ The defendants, if convicted, 
each face a possible maximum 
penalty of a $1000 fine and a year 
in prison. 


A1 Smith Ridicules N. Y. 
Ban on Gambling as Foolish 
As Prohibition Amendment 


ALBANY, N. Y., UP)—-Former 
Democratic governor, Alfred E. 
Smith, today ridiculed New York'3 
constitutional ban on gambling as 1 
"equally as foolish as the 18th 
amendment.” 

Smith, a prominent Catholic lay¬ 
man, made the assertion as the 
constitutional convention debated a 
Republican authored proposal to 
erase the prohibition from the or¬ 
ganic law. 

“Take this clause out of the con¬ 
stitution, let the legislature make 
a sane and sensible definition of 
gambling and you will be able to 
enforce it because the people will 
be behind you,” the former gov¬ 
ernor urged. 

“This building will crumble into 
dust before any legislative body or 


constitutional convention will be 
able to regulate people’s morals,” 
he said. “That was the trouble 
with prohibition, that’s the trou¬ 
ble with gambling. 

"If you think you can tell a man 
he can’t have a glass of beer with 
his corn beef and cabbage on a 
Saturday night, you’re just out of 
luck. If you think you can tell a 
little girl she can’t buy a ticket on 
a raffle, you just can’t get away 
with it.” 

Smith warned “my friends on 
the other side (Republicans)” that 
“you can’t be for the Constitution 
and wink at its violations.” 

A majority of Republicans, who 
control the conclave, 92 to 76, 
favor retention of the constitu¬ 
tional ban.

HOME-MAKING 
TO BE STRESSED 
AT COLLEGES 


The business of home-making, 
from the rare of the garden to the 
rare of the baby, is to become 
very much the business of the 
University of California starting 
with the fall semester, through 
the establishment of its division 
of home economics, according to 
announcement from the local farm 
advisor’s office, which represents 
the University of California in Or¬ 
ange county. Under the plan, the 
present department of household 
science, which has been giving 
courses in foods and nutrition, 
will transfer from the college of 
letters and science to the college 
of agriculture. The division will 
be rounded out by close affilia¬ 
tion with the department of house¬ 
hold art, the department of archi¬ 
tecture, the division of landscape 
design, and the institute of child 
welfare. 

A booklet describing the new 
division in detail and its courses 
of instruction is to he issued by 
the university within the next few 
weeks. Specifically, the curricu¬ 
lum will combine the essentials 
in food and nutrition, clothing and 
textiles, housing and home care, 
family economics and care of the 
child. Special attention will be 
paid to consumer problems, as 
far as the home is concerned, and 
home management, looking toward 
a more economical and compre¬ 
hensive home upkeep. 

The courses for the first two 
years will be given at both Berke¬ 
ley and Davis, but most of the 
upper division courses will be 
available only at Berkeley. For 
the most part the courses will 
lead to A. B. and B. S. degrees, 
but the more limited non-degree 
courses offered during the past 
two years at Davis will be con¬ 
tinued. 

While the new course will be 
for all present and prospective 
home makers, it is designed to 
equip future teachers of home eco¬ 
nomics and child care. The pur¬ 
pose of the establishment of the 
division of home economics is to 
furnish a more complete service 
to students, schools, and public in 
all problems of the home. 


Summer Sweater Smartness 



TURN THOSE 
MATTRESSES IN 
THE SUMMER! 

As summer approaches and 
windows and doors are opened to 
the great outdoors, no house¬ 
keeper, no matter how thorough, 
no matter how careful, can keep 
the outside world of insects from 
invading her house. 

Insects of the vermin type start 
moving out from wall spaces or 
cellars and attics to the warm liv¬ 
ing rooms and bedrooms of the 
house. To keep all vermin out of 
upholstery and bedding is a real 
problem, especially if the bedding 
is such that vermin naturally 
thrive on. 

In the tropics, where the insect 
pest is far greater than here, prac¬ 
tically all bedding is vermin-proof 
because mattresses and pillows are 
generally filled with kapok, a 
resilient, waterproof fiber. Be¬ 
cause the fiber is hollow like spa¬ 
ghetti, it has absolutely nothing 
on which insects can live. For¬ 
tunate indeed is the housewife with 
such a mattress, for these require 
no attention for the prevention of 
vermin. 

Mattresses and pillows which 
are stuffed with cotton, hair, 
down, innersprings or combina¬ 
tions of these should be aired, 
brushed and vacuumed regularly. 
All mattresses should be turned 
at least once a week. In turning 
an innerspring mattress, it is pref¬ 
erable for two people to do it, be¬ 
cause of its weight and to prevent 
the slipping of coils from their 
fastenings. 

If a mattress has already been 
attacked by vermin, the most prac¬ 
ticable way for destroying them is 
not to use the mattress for a week 
and expose to the sun outdoors 
daily, use a recognized vermin- 
killer liberally, and thoroughly 
brush daily during treatment.

PROPOSAL TO 
BE OFFERED 
TO 2 LINES 

Developing a suggestion which 
has recently been made by civic 
leaders as to the abandonment of 
a certain portion of Southern Pa¬ 
cific tracks into this city along 
the Santa Ana boulevard, It is un¬ 
derstood that the suggestion has 
received further consideration at a 
conference between the city coun¬ 
cil and a committee from the 
chamber. 

At the present time a crew la 
reconstructing a bridge on the 
Tustin line of the Southern Pacific 
east of Placentia avenue. This 
crew Is to be moved soon, so it is 
reported, to the Southern Pacific's 
line along the boulevard, to re¬ 
build a bridge across the Santa 
Ana river damaged by the flood, 
and which will cost approximately 
$100,000. 

USE S. F. TRACK 

It is the contention of those fa¬ 
voring a trackage arrangement 
between the S. P. and the Santa 
Fe that the former line can aban¬ 
don its right of way at a point 
norLh of the county farm into 
Santa Ana by using the Santa Fe 
tracks and without Impairment to 
the business of either railroad 
company. The S. P. has no rail 
passenger service Into this city. 

Those who have considered the 
matter claim it Is feasible. That 
what remains is to make it mu¬ 
tual between the two railroads 
which would be involved, and then 
it would require approval from the 
state railroad commission. 
BENEFITS LISTED 

The benefits accruing from this 
proposal, it Is pointed out, would 
be the economic saving to the 
Southern Pacific in bridge build¬ 
ing, taxes, and disposal of the 
right of way by the railroad to 
private ownership for residential 
purposes. 

The Southern Pacific would find 
It necessary to "spur" Into the 
Santa Fe at a point on Its San 
Diego line a short distance west 
of the Placentia avenue crossing 
which would give the S. P. the 
same Santa Ana entrance it has 
now, without the maintenance of 
trackage from the county farm 
into the city. 

NEW HOME AREA 

The city's interest, it Is asserted, 
would lie in the residential oppor¬ 
tunity opened up along the boule¬ 
vard and between Orange and the 
trades, and inasmuch as the San¬ 
ta Aria slogan is 50,000 population 
by 1940, this would be a contribu¬ 
tion. Removal of tracks would be 
desirable. Few people enjoy nego¬ 
tiating railroad crossings. 

How either of the two railroads 
would accept the proposal remains 
to be determined. 

The subject was discussed this 
noon at Danlgor's by city officials 
and a committee from the cham¬ 
ber of commerce.

ESTIMATES 
ON BUDGETS 
DUE MONDAY 

County taxes may take an¬ 
other Jump this year! 

Indications of a higher tax rate 
were seen In official quarters to¬ 
day, as department heads wrinkled 
their brows over 1938-39 fiscal 
year budget estimates, which 
they must turn In to the county 
auditor’s office by Monday. 

The. big question mark In this 
year's taxation Is the cost of run¬ 
ning the county welfare depart¬ 
ment, biggest Item In last year’s 
tax bill. Director Tom Douglas, 
new to his Job yesterday, must de¬ 
ckle before Monday how much the 
county must put up to take care 
of the relief load this fiscal year. 
MILLION AND HALF 

Last year’s relief budget here 
was $1,419,248, with $060,966 to 
be raised by taxation costing 30 
cents per $100 assessed valuation. 
If the cost estimate for this year 
Is higher, taxes will be boosted ac¬ 
cordingly, since cuts in other de¬ 
partmental budgets are considered 
unlikely. 

Tabulated budgets must be filed 
with County Clerk B. J. Smith by 
July 30, and on Aug. 20 super¬ 
visors must have set a date for 
public hearing on the budget. They 
must adopt It by Aug. 30, and by 
Sept. 1 must have set the tax 
rate. 

Tax rates for the past year 
Jumped from 62 cents per $100 as¬ 
sessed valuation inside cities and 
64 cents outside to 81 cents inside 
and 83 cents outside, 
le RAISES $19,000 

Little aid can be obtained from 
the Increase in assessed valuation, 
which the March floods held to 
only $400,000. This increase at last 
year’s tax rate would raise less 
than $.3500. For every $19,000 In 
expenditures from taxation, the 
tax rate must be one cent per 
$100 assessed valuation higher. 

County supervisors now are sit¬ 
ing as a board of equalization to 
hear assessment protests, and will 
sit every day until July 18. On 
the completed assessment roils de¬ 
pends the amount of taxable prop¬ 
erty available for raising money. 

Assessed valuation last year was 
$189,675,000. This year, with the 
Increase In valuation, It is ex¬ 
pected to be slightly over $190,- 
000,000 when public utility rolls 
are completed by the state hoard 
of equalization.

The Social Security Board rates applause for its 
announcement that a thorough study of the administration 
of unemployment insurance is to be made, with the pur¬ 
pose of simplifying the present system. 

State agencies will cooperate in this study, and repre¬ 
sentatives of employers labor and the general public will 
be consulted. The chief aims are: Greater administrative 
economy; prompter, more easily understood methods of 
calculating and paying benefits; reduction of the volume 
of detail required of employers. 

We don’t believe that the unemployment-insurance 
plan is flopping as completely as some of its severer 
critics say. Abraham Epstein of the American Associa¬ 
tion for Social Security, for instance, has just come out 
with an article charging that the law, as now admin¬ 
istered, is a failure. It isn’t solving the security problem, 
he c ’avs: the benefits paid to unemployed workers are 
less than they would get on home relief; the taxes col¬ 
lected are taking more purchasing power out of the eco¬ 
nomic system than the insurance payments are putting in, 
and the methods are cumbersome and too costly. 


Mr. Epstein was a pioneer fighter for social-security 
legislation long before the New Deal. His opinons 
deserve a respectful hearing. But it seems only fair to say 
that a sharp and unexpected depression, coming just as 
unemployment insurance was getting into real operation, 
did upset calculations and make the job of administra¬ 
tion tremendously difficult. 

That, however, doesn’t alter the fact that some of the 
promises made for unemployment insurance were too 
glowing, and that much of the bragging about its success 
has been, to say the least, premature. At best, with the 
country prosperous, the plan could provide only a tem¬ 
porary and not very soft cushion for workers thrown out 
of jobs. Actually, with such an unemployment, problem 
as this country now has on its hands, the insurance bene¬ 
fits have been a very small help. 

Also, there can be no doubt that the present system 
is too complicated, too expensive and too slow in its opera¬ 
tion. And most employers have reason to know that it 


Puts on them a terrific and probably unnecessary load of 
record-keeping and report-making. 


So we’re glad to see the Social Security Board show¬ 
ing a disposition to face facts, acknowledge that the sys¬ 
tem needs improvement and get busy on plans to improve 
it. The theory of unemployment insurance is sound, but 
the only way to make that theory work is to be certain 
that the methods by which it is practiced are equally 
sound. J

Mr. Bucklin’s Eggs 

A Massachusetts farmer named J. J. Bucklin had 260 
turkey eggs. He claims that blasting on a WPA project 
addled most of the eggs, so that 243 of them failed to 
hatch. Congress passed a bill appropriating $516.12 for 
the “relief” of Mr. Bucklin. And President Roosevelt has 
just vetoed the bill, saying: 

“Paying of the amount proposed assumes that, but 
for the blasting, each egg would have hatched, which is 
extremely questionable; that had each egg hatched, there 
would have been a loss of only 10 per cent in the number 
of fowls raised to a marketable growth, which is also 
questionable, and that each fowl placed on the market 
would have brought an average of $6, which is a further 
speculation. 

Quite so. It was Mr. Bucklin’s privilege to count his 
turkeys before they hatched, but not to ask the taxpayers 
to foot the bill for so speculative a count. And who is in 
better position than Mr. Roosevelt to realize that an enter¬ 
prise doesn’t always work out as we want it to, no matter 
how confidently “we planned it that way”?
